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RHG plans activities for student interest; 
committees benefit resident community 



Resident Hall Government 
(RHG) is the student govern- 
ment programming body of 
the resident halls of Avila Col- 
lege. The heart of RHG is its 
committee system. The fol- 
lowing are the six committees 
of RHG and their respective 
responsibilities. 

Resident Life is responsible 
for working with the residence 
hall staff and acquainting them 
with resident students' wants 
and needs. Also to work with 
the staff to insure resident hall 
policies are beneficial to the 



resident community. Finally, 
to represent students' inter- 
ests in improvements to be 
made in the hall's physical fa- 
cilities and their maintenance 
and upkeep. 

Social Committee plans, or- 
ganizes and carries out a va- 
riety of activities to facilitate 
student interaction and enter- 
tainment. Examples are Par- 
ents' Weekend, theme dances 
and hayrides. 

Educational and Cultural 
Committee plans, organizes 
and carries out a variety of 



activities to facilitate student 
interaction, but also for educa- 
tion outside of the classroom. 
Examples are arts and crafts 
festivals, crafts seminars, auto 
mechanics and room decora- 
tion. 

The Food Committee works 
with the Directors of Housing 
and Food Service to maintain 
communication between resi- 
dent hall students and the 
Food Service and to plan spe- 
cial programs in conjunction 
with meals. Some examples of 
Food Committee services are 



progressive dinners, theme 
dinners and nutrition aware- 
ness. 

The Spiritual Committee 
plans, organizes and carries 
out a variety of activities to 
facilitate student interaction 
and spiritual growth. Some 
examples of these activities 
are Bible study, prayer groups 
and interfaith services. 

Intramurals organizes a va- 
riety of recreational activities 
specifically for residence halls, 
such as physical fitness pro- 
grams, floor competition and 



games in basketball, volleyball 
and softball. 

Each of these committees is 
led by a chairperson elected in 
the spring by the entire resi- 
dence hall community. In the 
fall, each floor selects one per- 
son to serve on each com- 
mittee. A Resident Assistant 
serves as an advisor to one of 
these committees. 

These committees work for 
the students to get them in- 
volved and to build interest.

All Avila students, new and 
returning, registered and paid 
a variety of fees so as to par- 
ticipate in classes and the 
College. While each student 
paid a different amount, all 
students paid the Student Ac- 
tivity Fee. 

Full-time students are 
charged $20 per semester, and 
$1 per credit hour is charged 
to part-time students which is 
taken out of their tuition. 

The Student Activity Fee 
funds co-curricular life at Avila. 
It is money from the students 
to provide activities for the 
students. Avila realizes that 
there is a world beyond the 
classroom which students 
need to explore for their per- 
sonal growth and enjoyment. 

Existence of the Student 
Activity Fee Board (SAFB) is 
necessary to allocate the mo- 
ney received from students to 
the various co-curricular activ- 



ities of Avila. 

There are 11 members of 
the Board: three students 

elected by the student body in 
the spring of each year, one 
Student Government Finance 
committee member, two stu- 
dents appointed by the Dean 
of Students, one student ap- 
pointed by Student Govern- 
ment, one faculty member and 
one Administrative staff mem- 
ber with the Treasurer of Stu- 
dent Government and the Di- 
rector of Student Life as ad- 
visors.

This year, campus ministry 
has a lot to offer for the stu- 
dents, faculty, staff, and ad- 
ministration of the Avila com- 
munity. For starters, there will 
be an open house in the cha- 
pel, campus retreats, on Fri- 
days from 4:00 to 7:00 pm. 
There will also be off campus 
retreats, interfaith prayer 
meetings, and weekly prayer 
meetings on Wednesdays 
from 7:00 to 8:00 pm. 

A monthly pot luck will be 
offered by campus ministry, 
after evening masses. There 
will be daily celebrations of 
the Eucharist, on Sunday wor- 
ships.

Coach Carenza has worked 
out an ambitious schedule 
for his new squad, "We're 
upgrading our caliber of play 
and want to schedule the 
toughest teams we can get."

As Chairperson of Student Council of the Student Govern- 
ment Association, welcome to all transfer, freshman, and 
returning students! 

"Great," students say, "but what are the Student Council 
and the Student Government Association, and what can they 
do for us?" 

All students are a member of the Student Government As- 
sociation if they are enrolled at Avila for at least one hour of 
credit. The Student Council is comprised of 16 senators (2 
from each department) and 3 executive officers (Chairperson, 
Treasurer, and Secretary). 

Within the Student Council are five standing committees— 
Academic Affairs, Campus News, Evaluation, Finance, and 
Physical Plant. The Student Council also appoints or ap- 
proves the appointments of students to other committees 
and organizations on campus. The titles "Student Council" 
and "Student Government Association" are usually used in- 
terchangeably and are most often referred to as "SGA." 

According to the Preamble of the Constitution, SGA was 
established "...to assist the College in the realization of its 
philosophy and commitment as an institution of higher learn- 
ing, to promote a spirit of unity among all members of the 
Avila College community, to act as a means of communica- 
tion between students, faculty, staff and administration with 
respect to campus issues, to help solve campus problems in 
cooperation with the administration, faculty, and staff, and to 
initiate, promote, and help supervise general campus activi- 
ties..." The Student Council was organized as a means of ful- 
filling the purpose of SGA. 

Right now, SGA is not lacking in ability, willingness, or en- 
thusiasm, but it is lacking in manpower. Thirteen positions 
are vacant on SGA at this time. At least seventeen other po- 
sitions are available on All-College committees and other 
campus organizations. Serving on one of these committees is 
a great chance to learn what's going on; meet faculty, staff, 
and administration members; and voice views and represent 
fellow students. 

Even remote interest in any of these opportunities call for 
involvement. Come to the picnic this Sunday at Shawnee 
Mission Park. Have some fun, chow down (it's free!), and 
talk to us about where you'd like to serve your classmates.
